COURAGE AND HOPE 


NEVER, NEVER, NEVER 


Sir Stafford Cripps once promised that the 
British Labor government intended to be the 
first socialist government in history to carry 
through a top-down planning of industry with- 
out resorting to forced labor. Then, to make Sir 
Stafford look foolish, the Labor government 
proceeded to use its powers of “direction” to 
compel workers either to stay in or to take cer- 
tain specific jobs in 661 cases. 

Ina nation of 48 million, 661 isn’t such a big 
figure. But it was big enough to make Br 
ers uneasy, as is proved by the socialist govern- 
ment’s recent somewhat hangdog announce- 
ment that all “direction” of British labor has 
now been ended. The news that Labor has de- 
cided henceforward not to compel anybody to 
work against his will throws considerable light 
on the feelings expressed in the recent British 
elections, which were almost won by the anti- 
socialists, A lot of Britons brought up on the 
lusty line from Rule, Britannia, “Britons never, 
never, never shall be slaves,” must have had 
such matters as labor direction in mind when 
they voted last month. They must have perceived 
that the beat of Rule, Britannia sounds very odd 
when they try tomake it, “Britons never, never, 
never shall be slaves except in 661 cases.” 


BEWARE THE PARTY LINE 


Let the nation mourn with Mr. Carl Van 
Houten, a farmer of Cedar Rapids, Iowa. His 
home is—or was—on a party telephone line. 
The other day he discovered that his house was 
afire and dashed to the telephone to summon 
firemen. Two women were cackling over the 
line, and the only response Mr. Van Houten got 
when he cried that his house was burning down 
and please, could he make a call, was, “That's 
a good way to get the line!”? So, leading his two 
children by the hand, Mr. Van Houten went 
outside and watched his house burn down. 
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IN THE NEWEST NOVELS HUMANITY GETS A BETTER BREAK 


Not so very long ago, in an editorial based 
on Norman Mailer’s enormously popular 
war novel, The Naked and the Dead (LirE, 
Aug. 16, 1948), we were lamenting the fact 
that modern literature had become gross- 
ly overpopulated with sadists, simpletons, 
zombies and monsters. The human being in 
the new fiction, particularly in the new war 
fiction, was generally distinguished for his al- 
most total lack of courage, honesty, tender- 
ness, perceptiveness and moral responsibili- 
ty. We thought then that the novelists were 
libeling the human race, and now we are 
more than ever certain that we were right. 
For the noyelists themselves have begun to 
turn their backs on the narrow and myopic 
view of humanity that was so conspicuously 
displayed in books like The Naked and the 
Dead. In fiction, as in the other arts, the hu- 
man being is becoming human once more. 

The trend is, of course, spotty—as trends 
usually are. It will probably be a long time 
before the standard novel of the American 
South ceases to harp on the decay of the old 
white-pillared mansion, and on the drunken- 
ness and depravity that are supposed to lurk 
in the broad rooms behind the wisteria vines. 
(See Speed Lamkin’s Tiger in the Garden 
for one recent example of this tradition.) It 
will probably be a long time, too, before 
short-story writers cease to exploit such 
themes as that of Angus Wilson’s Raspberry 
Jam, in which a little boy becomes a reluc- 
tant accomplice of two old ladies who torture 
a bullfinch, But decay and brutality, while 
they remain component parts of the con- 
temporary fictional scene, are losing their 
purely fashionable appeal. It is now consid- 
ered permissible for the storyteller to extend 
his range a bit. He no longer has to grovel in 
fear lest the smart critic damn him for pre- 
suming to say that the human animal can 
have an occasional decent or noble motive. 

The revival of humanism in modern fic- 
tion is not confined to any one country. It 
is, in fact, as broadly international as the 
free ting press (which means that it is 
happening everywhere west of the Iron Cur- 
tain). It is happening in South Africa, as 
Alan Paton’s Cry, the Beloved Country and 
its theatrical adaptation, Lost in the Stars, 
have made plain to American audiences. It is 
happening in France, as Jean Bloch-Michel’s 
moving and sensitive The Witness shows. It 
is happening in England, as witness Hope 
Muntz’s stirring historical novel of the Nor- 
man conquest, The Golden Warrior, which is 
significantly dedicated to Winston Church- 
illin memory of 1940. It is happening in Italy, 
where Elio Vittorini has ienibeovered the 
essential dignity of the peasant in his short 
novel called In Sicily. Finally, it is happening 
in America. If you don’t believe it, read Van 
Van Praag’s war novel, Day Without End. 
Or read Morton Thompson’s novel about a 
martyred doctor, The Cry and the Cove- 
nant, which has created a stir in the medical 
profession. Or read John Hersey’s story of 
the Jews of the Warsaw ghetto, The Wall. 

These are not necessarily great books, but 
they are all good books, and each and every 
one of them has a theme guaranteed to make 


the reader proud of what human beings can 
do under stress. None of them belongs to the 
Pollyanna school, for in each book it is a su- 
perabundance of human evil which creates 
the necessity for heroism on the part of other 
human beings. In Cry, the Beloved Coun- 
try race prejudice, ignorance and murder 
combine to dig a pit for an innocent old Zulu 
preacher. In The Witness there is a double 
act of cowardice. In The Golden Warrior “the 

eat sin of a great man” (i.e., Duke Wil- 
jiam’s megalomaniacal seizure of the Eng- 
lish crown) brutally snuffs out a promising 
Saxon dynasty. In Elio Vittorini’s In Sicily 
the evil of fascism blankets a whole island. 
In Van Van Praag’s Day Without End there 
are stupid generals, insane majors and the 
over-all stupidity and insanity of war. In The 
Cry and the Covenant there is the unforgiv- 
able callousness of the stuffed shirt medicos 
who refuse for years to see that the deadly 
puerperal, or childbed, fever is caused by 
paynciacs who fail to wash their hands be- 

‘ore entering the delivery room. In The Wall 

there is the cumulative horror of genocide 
as it was practiced by the Nazis from 1939 
to 1943. 

The human point of all these novels, how- 
ever, is that men can rise to grapple with the 
evil created by other men. The old Zulu 

reacher of Cry, the Beloved Country, the 

‘everend Stephen Kumalo, loses his only 
son to the hangman for the murder of an Eng:

In The Cry and the Covenant, 
Dr. Ignaz Philipp Semmelweis, discoverer 
of the cause of childbed fever, dies before his 
theories are accepted, but his fight is taken 
up by others and eventually it is won. In The 
Wall the Jews of the Warsaw ghetto are borne 
up by the certainty that, as one of them puts 
it, they are all “involved in the struggle of 
Humanity against Anti-Humanity.” 

So it goes with the forever damned—but 
also the forever rescued—human race in 
the pages of seven important contemporary 
novels. The picture is one of human tenacity 
throwing up strong dikes against the ever- 
menacing floods of barbarity and despair. 
What the novelists are now telling us is that 
humanity, no less than murder, will out.

Working swiftly, it gives white man a life term 
for the callous murder of three Negro children 


The courtroom of Kosciusko, was packed but orderly. Even 
when a paralyzed Negro, Tom Harris, testified against the white defend- 
ant, Leon Turner, who was accused of murdering the Harris’ three small 
children, the audience of 800 kept quiet. The story of the callous mur- 
ders unfolded with judicial propriety. On Jan. 8 Turner and two other 
‘white men, Windol Whitt and Malcomb Whitt, who escaped from jail, 
got murderously drunk and burst into the home of Tom Harri Ne- 
gro, whom they mistakenly believed had accused them of housebreak- 
ing. They killed the three children, put a bullet in Harris’ spine. Next 
day Malcomb Whitt gave up, but Windol Whitt and Turner had to 
be run down (above). There was no racial rabble rousing at the trial, 
although it was black vs, white in the heart of Mississippi, A defense 
attorney did try to make eapital out of “Yankee interest.” It was inef- 
fective. On March 21 Turner was sentenced to life, although 10 jurors 
argued for the chair. Windol Whitt had been g :

NOBODY CAME TO THE MEETING 


African tribesmen refuse to hear British explain why they want to ban Seretse Khama and his white queen 


The bare and hard-packed earth of the Bamangwato tribal meeting ground 
in Serowe lay almost empty under Africa’s hot sun, All was in readiness for 
the kgotla, the tribal council summoned by the British High Commissioner 


for South Africa to hear the government's deci- 
sion to depose the tribe's hereditary chief, Seretse 
Khama, for having taken a white woman as his 
queen. Chairs awaited the dignitaries; white lines 
had been drawn where the commissioner, resplend- 
ent in dress uniform and plumed helmet, would 
walk between the waiting delegates. But the tribal 
leaders never came. Angered at what they consid- 
ered British injustice, they sent word that until 
their chief returned from London, they would not 
cooperate with Britain in any way. 

The meeting was one of the biggest flops in Brit- 
ain’s recent colonial history. A few weeks ago, just 
after Lire (March 6) published Margaret Bourke- 
White’s photographic essay on 28-year-old Seretse 
and his white queen, a former London clerk, Seretse 
left Africa for England. There he defended his mar- 
riage to a white woman against the British, who

feared the racial rancor that might result from it. To his surprise and anger, 
Seretse was told that he would not be allowed to go back to his Bamangwato 
home. Instead he was offered a $3,000 annual allowance on which to live in 


exile for five years—after which he might be per- 
mitted to return, Bitterly Seretse refused, crying 
that he had been tricked. In Bamangwato his peo- 
ple agreed with him. While British authorities sent 
police in to cope with possible disorders, the na- 
tives posted guards of their own, day and night, 
around their white queen's house. 

Seretse also found supporters in England, In the 
House of Commons the government was threat- 
ened with a vote on the issue which, if taken, might 
have overthrown its shaky majority. The govern- 
ment, defending its position, issued a white paper 
on the case. Last week, while Ruth Khama was 
quietly knitting clothes in Serowe for the child she 
expects in June, she received final word from Lon- 
don. The British had relented a little. They would 
let him come home and stay until their child was 
born. But then he and Ruth would have to leave.

Community. There the princesses, along with 300 young common- 
ers from all walks of life, choose their own studies, take tests when 
they feel they are ready for them, assign themselves homework, 
call their teachers by first names and are never, never punished. 

Before dawn one morning recently I drove from The Hague across 
50 miles of flat meadowland to Bilthoven, which is about 5 miles 
from the royal family’s home at Soestdijk (pronounced Soos’dike). 
Before the door of the broad-windowed, shabby school building I 
saw Kees Boeke, hale and spare, in sandals and a patched linen sport 
shirt open at the neck. We had only talked a few minutes when the 
children began to cluster around. The princesses arrived carrying 
briefcases and tin sandwich boxes, and joined the queue to shake 
Boeke’s hand, singing out the Dutch equivalent of “Hi, Kee 

I was introduced as “De Amerikaanse Heer.” The princesses gave 
me a quick hand pump, a “How do you do, sir” in English, and 
raced into the building. A few minutes later I noticed a trio of gen- 
tlemen in black overcoats di: 


“Detectives,” Boeke explained. 
“Assigned to the princesses. They're 
practically part of the faculty.” , 

“Doesn't it sort of set the girls 
apart?” I asked. 

“Oh, no, everybody’s used tothem. 
They're quite nice, for policemen.” 

Ferocious barks suldanty rose 
from under a clump of nearby trees. 

“Police dogs,” Boeke explained. 
“Belong to the detectives. The 

oungsters like to ride on their 
heckel They're practically part of 
the faculty too.” 

At 8 sharp an electric bell sound- 
ed, and the scuffing children disap- 
peared into classrooms. Silence de- 
scended instantly. 

“They all seem pretty well be- 
haved,” I remarked. 

“Yes,” said Boeke, “the children 
are quite conscious of their socio- 
cratic obligations.” 

When I boggled at that, Boeke ex- 
plained. “Sociocracy” is the code of the Children’s Workshop Com- 
munity. At the Workshop the children actually run things. The 
teachers are not even called teachers but coworkers; their charges 
are called workers. A group of students called the Round makes up 
the rules. The group’s vote on its rules must be unanimous; so too 
must be the elections to the Round. Boeke is a firm opponent of 
majority rule and anything that smacks of “government.” “You 
teach a child to be governed,” he explained, “and he immediately 
wants to govern, to dominate, to acquire power. Teach him majority

rule and he learns only to impose constraints on the minority. We 
are a sociocracy here in the Workshop, a community governed by 
common responsibility. We choose no leaders and make no rules 
that aren’t approved unanimously.” 

“And what happens,” I asked, “when a few oppose a perfectly 
good project that most of the children want?” 

“We try to convince every opponent. If we cannot, we abandon 
the project.” 

Tasked Boeke what happens if a princess really misbehaves or 
breaks the sociocratic rules. Isn't she ever punished? 

“No,” he said. “Occasionally she may be called in for a ‘talkover’ 
to discuss her infraction with her fellow workers. They thrash out 
the reasons for her misbehavior together and suggest ways for im- 
provement. It always seems to work.” 

Wondering whether the prince ‘or, to put it more exactly, 
the van Oranje coworkers—as potential rulers of the Netherlands, 
might one d y to turn Holland into a sociocracy, I explored this 
unusual school furth: 

It was founded, I discovered, 24 years ago when Boeke, then a 
civil engineer, wanted his own eight children to develop a sense of 
social responsibility stronger than 
what he thought ordinary schools 
would give them. The school soon 
became popular and, as Boeke began 
accepting outsiders, it became the 
best known in Holland, with 300 chil- 
dren currently attending. Today the 
last of the eight little Boekes has 
grown upand graduated, oneison the 
faculty and four grandchildren at- 
tend the school. Fees are now fixed by 
ability to pay, with some students 
accepted free. The school’s classes 
could be said to range from kinder- 
ae through high school, but its 
loose curriculum makes it hard to 
match its groups against those of a 
regular school—for at the Workshop 
there are no grade divisions at all. 
Students select their own study pro- 
grams froma list of some 70 available 
subjects. If they get bored they can 
drop courses. Beatrix, for instance, 
could take anything from Esperanto 
to analytical geometry. Actually she 
and her sisters hew pretty closely to standard elementary-school 
subjects, with emphasis on English, French and composition. When 
they feel they are ready, they schedule their own tests. Bocke told 
me they do exceptionally well. 

These days Beatrix, a stocky 12-year-old with a snub nose and 
broad face, spends a good deal of extra time painting and seulpt- 
ing. She seems to have considerable feeling for mass and line and a 
good sense of color, inspired principally by the works of Van Gogh, 
her current art craze. Irene, who at 10 is slim and delicate like her

father, is entranced by ballet and music. Small Mar¢griet, 7, an elfish 
child, is still in the doll stage. Marijke, only 3, won’t start preschool 
until next year. 

During the morning I wandered from room to room, watching 
the children work. Except in the language classes there was no lec- 
turing at all. I saw Beatrix in close conference with her arithmetic 
teacher, Irene absorbedly drawing a map of California with another 
student and Margriet reading Hans en Grietje (Hansel and Gretel) 
to seven little boys and girls, In many of the classrooms the children 
worked in small groups with no teacher present, but there seemed 
to be no extracurricular whispering or loafing. It was a surprising 

example of children working simply 
because they liked it. 

Toward noon I went downstairs to 
the school kitchen. Four girls and a 
stout cook were busy getting ready 
for lunch. Princess Beatrix, sat in a 
corner, her eyes filled with tears, peel- 
ing onions. 

“Onée,” the cook confided, “Trix 
didn’t like to peel onions. She even 
refused. But she had a talkover about 
it, and now she always volunteers for 
the job.” 

When a bell announced lunch at 1 
o’clock the children trooped through 
the corridors, picked up their sand- 
wich boxes ad gathered at tables in 
SCHOOL HEAD Kees Boeke, the larger. classrooms.

The princesses have been 
away for some official ceremonies lately, and I guess she wants to 
help them make up their work. Excuse me, won't you?” 

Outside a pleasant, matronly woman with chestnut hair was step- 
ping out of a black Buick. She wore no hat, carried a rather shabby 
rust-colored woolen coat over her 
shoulders and had on flat-heeled 
shoes. Boeke greeted her informally 
on the sidewalk, then followed her 
into the building. When we were in- 
troduced she said, in excellent Eng- 
lish, “Areyouan American? Hownice 
of you to visit the school. Interesting 
place, isn’t it?” With that she disap- 
peared into Boeke’s office. 

A few minutes later she collected 
her offspring and departed, all of 
them chattering briskly about the 
day’s events. The other children 
were going home too, afew in cars but 
most on bicycles. I followed the royal 
automobile, heading for the home of 
Queen Juliana of the Netherlands, 
her husband, Prince Bernhard yon 
Lippe-Biesterfeld, and their four 
progressive daughters. 

At Soestdijk a white-helmeted 
military policeman who asked my 
name at the gate was the only sign that this rambling, comfortable- 
looking white country mansion was a royal palace. A footman in blue 
livery with gold buttons answered my ring. A small girl came run- 
ning down the blue-carpeted, portrait-lined corridor. It was Prin- 
cess Margriet. 

“Who is it, who is it?” she called. 

“Go on back to your room, Pietie,” the footman said with a 
smile. Her Highness vanished obediently. 

A moment later I was greeted by the children’s governess, Mrs. - 
Rita Pennink, an attractive blonde widow of 37 who had spent four

their house to watch for the princesses. Beatrix finally satisfied them 
by marching out onto the porch, announcing, “This is how I look 
in front,” turning and saying over her shoulder, “and this is how I 
look in back. Now please go away and leave me alone.” The crowd 
went away. Right how, however, Beatrix and Irene have developed 
a disguise for their shorter expeditions. They invite school friends 
to accompany them, and before they leave the palace they all swap 
clothes.

of the prison population. Though somewhat less crowded than the men, 
the women were suffering at least as much from the intrinsic boredom of 
prison life when the new warden arrived at the Black Palace. He provided 
new equipment for athletic competition, and the women’s earnest-look- 
ing teams may be seen now on parade at all exhibitions of prison activity. 
When a woman athlete has shown un nd if she also has a long 
sentence, Colonel Linares is inclined to boost her morale by giving her a 
private cell which she can decorate to her heart’s content (opposite page). 

The women in the Black Palace include about three dozen mothers, 
who keep their children with them. This is an economic necessity which 
the administration recognizes and, because most of the mothers are serv- 
ing short terms, the children’s prison experiences do not necessarily scar 
their personal the children share their mothers’ prison li 
in their cells, joining them in the square (right) where they go for recrea- 
tion. In prison both mothers and children often get more milk and good 
food than their poverty outside permits them. Like illiterate male in- 
mates, some women improve their time by learning to read and write, 
using such mottoes as Amar el projimo (Love thy neighbor).

and How to Get More of It 


Delving into an ancient accumulation of notions, nostrums and nonsense, 
scientists have established new solid facts about this elusive subject 


ITH a man I knew the trouble commenced

This time he flipped on the bed-light—and there 
attached to the bleeding end of his finger was a small 
and avid mouse.

The victim sat shivering, 
and very, very tired. He considered how he would 
havea cage made to fit over the bed and sleep under 
it the rest of his life, But it was too late to have the 
cage made that night and finally he dozed, to wake 
in intermittent horrors.

O* the trouble may start with “a single 
mosquito”—a mosquito such as appeared 
one September night in Fitzgerald’s room on 
the 20th floor of a New York hotel, bringing 
“increasing wakefulness, wild impotent rage” 
and finally “the sense of how sleep can be spoiled 
by one infinitesimal incalculable element.” Or 
it may begin with being in love, or eating too 
many onions, or getting a notice from the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue. Or it may have no 
[pinay beginning, but just develop. It has 
appened to most people some time, and evi- 
dently it happens to a great many people, es- 
ecially Americans, much of the time. A Gal- 
lup poll of eight north Atlantic nations in 1947 
showed that Americans are the champion in- 
somniacs of this part of the world: 52% said 
they had trouble part or all of the time going 
to sleep at night. They and their friends, the 
people who wake up in the middle of the night 
and the people who can’t sleep past a fixed hour 
in the morning, no matter how tired they may 
be, are the sleeping-pill customers. Last year 
they bought 3 billion 360 million pills, an aver- 
age of 24 for every American. 

Insomnia is thus a major national malady 
but one which, since it has never killed any- 
one, has received little serious medical or scien- 
tific attention. It is none the less serious to the 
people who suffer from it. It is as debilitating 
as anemia, as nagging as an ulcer and as un- 
comfortable as a leg in a cast. Most of all, it 
is aggravating, for the more one tries to get 
rid of it, the more likely one is to become stuck 
with it. 

Sleep could perhaps be more easily secured 
if it could be tidily defined, since the first essen- 
tial in getting something is to know what it is. 
It has been called a “timely dew” (by Milton), 
“the universal vanquisher” (by Sophocles), 
“Death's twin brother” (by Tennyson) and 
“Balm of hurt minds, great nature’s second 
course” (by Shakespeare, wha mentioned it 
280 times). These descriptions are as good as 
any. For the fact is that no one really knows 
what sleep is, or exactly what causes it, or ex- 
actly why it is needed. It can only be described,

symptomatically as it were. When one goes to 
sleep this is what happens: 

‘After a normal period of relaxation (up 
to about 30 minutes) the prospective sleeper 
reaches a stage of semiconsciousness which is 
neither sleeping nor waking. It is a feeling of 
“floating,” or being “disembodied,” known to 
the scientists as a “hypnagogic state.” If all 
goes well, sensation ends and the subject floats 
over the borderline to unconsciousness. The 
passage takes only a few seconds, and is marked 
at the end by an abrupt shift in the origin of 
brain waves (minute electrical charges) from 
the back part of the head to the front. This 
shift was discovered last year by Dr. Mary A. 
B. Brazier at the Massachusetts General Thos: 

ital, and there is no theory yet to explain why 
it takes place. It is a triumph to have discov- 
ered it, however, since heretofore sleep inves- 
tigators have been handicapped by not know- 
ing the exact dividing line between sleep and 
waking. James Whitcomb Riley’s line, “No 
boy knows when he goes to sleep,” can now be 
qualified with the footnote that he can find 
out from Dr. Brazier. 


Sleep’s transformation 


ITH the reversal in the source of brain 
waves sleep has come, bringing with it 
mysterious and rather alarming transforma- 
tions. The sleeper breathes slowly. His eyeballs 
turn out and up. His fingers grow cold and his 
toes grow warm. His senses fade. The blood 


does not leave his brain, contrary to popular” 


belief, but his blood pressure falls rapidly, be- 
coming weakest about three hours after sleep 
begins. His heart rate also decreases, but often 
rises again to reach a peak two or three hours 
after the onset of sleep, after which it slackens 
and becomes slowest about four hours later. 
His body temperature falls about one-half a de- 
gree Fahrenbeit. Meanwhile his stomach and 
intestines continue inexorably to churn. The 
sleeper has at first lain quietly, but soon he be- 

ins to move—an arm, a leg, now his whole 
Foay, shifting from side to side and front to 
back. In the morning he may declare with per- 
fect honesty that he slept “like a log,” but an 
observer would have recorded that he changed 
the position of his body or some major member 
of it between 20 and 60 times. It is possible to 
“sleep like a log” only if one is anesthetized or 
dead drunk or feeble-minded. 

After a certain time, depending on the sleep- 
er’s normal sleep span, the fui oroeeea 16 es 
versed. The body temperature begins to rise, 
the heart rate and blood pressure increase, 
there are vague discomforts in the area of the 
stomach and bladder and in the body mus- 
culature. Sleep becomes lighter, conscious- 
ness flickers, fails, flickers, the brain charge 
is reversed—the sleeper is awake. Perhaps he 
yawns, thereby inhaling extra oxygen to lower 


the proportion of carbon dioxide that has accu- 
mulated in his body as a result of his muscular 
inactivity during sleep. 

his, then, is normal sleep, “tired nature’s 
sweet restorer,” the insomniac’s goal. Why is 
it so often so difficult to attain? 

In general, insomnia is a price man pays for 
having become man. Sleep is not a problem for 
earthworms, tadpoles, bears or even monkeys, 
and only rarely for young babies. These low- 
er forms of life lack the intelligence required 
for insomnia—which means, physiologically, 
that they lack the highly developed cerebral 
cortex of the adult human. In his “evolution- 
ary theory of sleep” Dr. Nathaniel Kleitman, 
University of Chicago physiologist who has 
spent 30 years studying the matter, concludes 
that wakefulness is governed by two closely re- 
lated neural structures: a “wakefulness cen- 
ter” that lies in the hypothalamus, a small mass 
of tissue at the base of the brain; and the cere- 
bral cortex, the thick outer layer of the brain 
itself. Unless the “wakefulness center’ is stim- 
ulated, one goes to sleep. In the lower animals 
stimulation comes mainly from hunger, pain, 
fear, sexual impulses and similar biological 
urges. But the “wakefulness center” can also 
be stirred by the cerebral cortex, the seat of 
reason, judgment, conscience and the other at- 
tributes of intellect. Man, who probably sleeps 
less than any of the other higher animals, is 
kept awake mainly by these cerebral impulses 
which, unluckily, he often finds himself unable 
to turn off, 

But why does it happen so often to some peo- 
ple and so rarely, or not at all, to others? The 
answer seems to be that some people—all rath- 
er similar in physique—are born with’a tend- 
ency toward insomnia. 

Dr. William H. Sheldon of Columbia Uni- 
versity, the leading investigator of the rela- 
tionship between behavior and morphology 
(body structure), arranges humankind into 
three basic types. He has labeled them “endo- 
morphs,” “mesomorphs” and “ectomorphs.” 
They have their common prototypes in every 
schoolyard, where they are recognizable as the 
fat boy, the strong bey and the skinny boy, re- 
spectively. Most people are, of course, a mix- 
ture of the three, but an evenly balanced blend 
is very rare, so that in nearly every person one of 
the three tendencies is strongest and tends to 
govern his behavior. Thus the fat-endomorph 
is by nature amiable, sympathetic and easy- 
going; he loves to eat and to sleep, and over- 
indulges himself in both, often claiming to need 
nine or ten hours a night. He has little trouble 
going to sleep, and he sleeps soundly and long. 
He is a deep, regular, rhythmic snorer. The 
strong-mesomorph, in contrast, is the man of 
action, aggressive, high in physical endurance, 
delighting in sports and every sort of physi- 
cal challenge. Yet he needs little sleep, some- 
times only five or six hours a night. He tends to 
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SLEEP continues 


become tired at about the same time every night and usually he 
falls asleep easily and sleeps soundly. He snores vigorously. He likes 
to get up early, take a shower and eat a man-size breakfast. He feels 
fine on awakening and can’t understand people who don’t. 

‘That is one reason why the skinny-ectomorphs hate him. These 
people feel terrible in the morning, and they regard the mesomorph’s 
good spirits as infuriating pretense and braggadocio. The skinny- 
ectomorphs are shy and introspective, tense and nervous; they tend 
to put off going to bed at night and they resist getting up in the 
morning, often lying for some time in a half-awake state. They use 
up a lot of nervous energy, tire easily and so need more sleep than 
either of the other types. But they sleep lightly and quite often are 
chronic jaeoaniacs. They rarely snore. 

The skinny-ectomorphs are temperamentally what Dr. Sheldon 
calls “cerebrotonic”; they are dominated by intellect, in other 
words by the cerebral cortex which supplies most of the stimulus 
to the “wakefulness center.” But the fat-endomorphs and, indeed, 
even the strong-mesomorphs also have cerebral cortexes and thus 
have the potentiality for insomnia, which they acquire whenever 
under undue cerebral stimulation. An exciting movie or a dinner 
with stimulating companions will tend to delay a mesomorph’s fall- 
ing asleep; a quarrel with his wife or the reliving of a business coup 
may keep him awake for an hour; a combination of troubles and 
excitement, if long endured, may start him on the road to habitual 
insomnia, From that road there is no easy return, for chronic in- 
somnia has the peculiar distinction of being its own cause: worry 
about being unable to sleep acts like any other worry—it stimulates 
the cerebral cortex. The advanced insomniac characteristically ap- 
proaches his bed in a state of “sleep-conscious” anxiety, and spends 
the next hours awake because he is fearful that he will do just that. 

Aside from purely physical causes such as disease and organic 
malfunctionings, it is this one word, “anxiety,” in all its complex- 
ities of cause and effect, which explains most sleep aberrations. It 
usually is anxiety that causes nightmares and “night terrors” in 
children, and itis the most frequent cause of sleepwalking and sleep- 
talking. The cure therefore presents itself ipso facto: stop worry- 
ing, especially at bedtime. 


The insomniac’s ancient cry 


HAT, however, is easier urged than done. It is not enough, for 

example, to tell a battle-shocked soldier who relives his war 
experiences at night to forget them: obviously he would like noth- 
ing better. In a lesser degree the same is true of the ordinary in- 
somniac, to whose ancient cry, “If I could only stop thinking,” 
countless nights have reverberated. In advanced cases the only 
cure may be psychotherapy, but for the mild neurotic (i.e., most 
of humanity) there are techniques which can be applied in the pri- 
vacy of one’s own bedroom. 

The first and obvious one is to direct the mind by an effort of 
will away from personal matters. If one must think, let it be about 
objective rather than subjective things: not about one’s own love 
problems but about the bees and the owers: Along with this there 
must be a high degree of muscular relaxation. Complete relaxation 
is, of course, impossible (nor is it necessary, as witness the ability 
of people to go to sleep while driving and of exhausted soldiers to 
fall asleep while actually on the march), But the insomniac is in no 
position to quibble and should aim for as much of it as he can get, 
with special and particular attention to the muscles of the head, 
neck and chest. The reason for this is simply that a greater area of 
the brain is devoted to the incoming and outgoing signals of these 
muscles than to those of all the others combined. After the eye mus- 
cles, the ones to discipline most firmly are the speech muscles. The 
ability to think is intimately connected with the ability to talk. It 
is, in fact, almost impossible to maintain coherent thought without 
activity (minute, to be sure, but present and measurable) in the 
voice muscles. It follows that if the muscles having to do with speech 
are relaxed, the mind, in bafflement, will at last give up. The best 
way to do this is to let the jaw and whole face go slack in an expres- 
sion of complete stupidity. 

Mental vacuity and physical inertness are thus the uncomely 
handmaidens of sleep. They can be acquired by practice, but not 
easily: sometimes a year of conscientious application is necessary. 
They can be helped along by various palliatives, which will be use- 
ful to the light and troubled sleepers as well as to the true insomniac. 

Unfortunately there are no firm, uniformly effective rules for 
the best sleeping arrangements. Room temperature, bed coverings, 
yentilation are all matters of individual preference, since within 
very broad limits (which do not include either the bed of nails or 
the hammock used in the British navy) these are simply matters of 
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SLEEP continue 


congenial habit. It is no more possible to say that a window should 
be up or down, or a mattress hard or soft, than it is to say that pork 
tastes better than beef. A possible exception is the matrimonial 
guidance expert's favorite prescription, te double bed. Doubtless 
other compensations weigh heavily in its favor, but the fact remains 
that most people sleep better alone. Insomniacs who are also double- 
bed fans can compromise by buying a superwide model at such 
places as the “Sleep Shop” of Lewis & Conger, New York City, 
where, indeed, every gadget ever dreamed of for aiding sleep is 
available (picture below). 

Just as most of the “rules” about beds and beddings are widely 
flexible, so are many of the familiar do’s and dont’s that are sup- 
posed to assure or prevent sleep. The admonition against lying on 
one’s left, or “heart,” side is of course pure superstition, since the 
heart actually is approximately in the middle of the upper body 
cavity and since, in any case, the normal, healthy turnings of the 
sleeper will inevitably land him on the left side several times during 
a night. There is not much more truth in the notion that a heavy 
evening meal interferes with sleep. Provided the sleeper enjoys nor- 
mal digestion, a bigsneal helps rather than hinders sleep, and for 
some people the process may be helped along by a cup of good coffee 
to stimulate the digestive pro And there is also much to be 
said for the “nightcap” as a soporili 

Other forms of bedtime nourishment seem to have little effect 
one way or the other. Tests at the University of Chicago showed no 
significant nees on the average whether the subjects ate or 
did not eat one or two sandwiches before retiring, or drank or did 
not drink hot or cold water or milk. Again, however, such matters 
depend on individual nature, and one man’s Dagwood sandwich 
may murder another man’s sleep, just as a hot bath before bed may

or may not help relaxation. If a snack, a bath and 15 minutes of 
music combine in the would-be sleeper’s mind into a satisfying pre- 
sleep ritual, then they are useful. Women, on the average, get more 
sleep than men, partly because they carry around relat 
problems and partly also, sleep investigators believe, beci 
their custom of creaming their faces, brushing their hair and spend- 
ing a good deal of time in similar prebed ritualistic activities. The 
ritual itself comes to be associated with sleep and establishes a con- 
ditioned reflex which helps bring sleep. 

The same associative value applies to the bed itself and speaks 
against making reading in bed a part of the ritual, especially the 
reading of mystery novels. Beds should be thought of principall: 
as places to sleep, and not as crime laboratories. Confirmed bed- 
readers should move toward breaking themselves of the habit by 
switching to Henry James. 

Similarly, if one is gregarious and must have company during the 
evenings, it is a good idea to acquire some tiresome friends. Almost 
nothing as a bore, especially if he talks a great deal in 
a monotonous voice. Such people should not be shunned by insom- 
niacs but cultivater 

To such measures should be added this rule: establish and keep 
to a regular time for going to bed and getting up. It can as well be 
late to bed and late to rise as the other way around, but whatever 
it is, it should be consistent. The reason lies in the workings of a 

siological phenomenon called “the diurnal cycle,” a term Dr. 
itman applies to the pattern of sleep habits shown by any sub- 
ject, human or animal, over a 24-hour period. Animals whose senses 
of smell and touch are highly developed are usually “polycyclic”: 
that is, they have more than one regular sleep period every 24 hours. 
Dancing mice, for instance, have nine sleep periods, white mice 
have 16 and gray mice have 19. Creatures in which sight is most 
important usually have only one period, coinciding more or less 
with the absence of daylight. Canary birds and humans have this 
in. common. Most of the higher but subhuman animals have one 
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Jong period at night, often supplemented by several shorter, irregu- 
larly timed ones during the day. Thus horses—at any rate, Ger- 
man horses, 600 of which were studied by the psycholo- 
gist, P, Steinhart—get a long sleep between | a.m. and 5 a.m., plus 
an average of nine shorter intervals at times convenient to them 
and their owners. (The horse study also settles an old argument as 
to whether horses do most of their sleeping standing up or lying 
down: Dr. Steinhart’s horses lay down to sleep an average of only 
four times out of nine, and rarely stayed down for more than an 
hour at a time.)

Since the earth showsnosi 
ery might seem academic. But it bears in the most practical way on 
several problems of sleep. Beneath Dr. Kleitman’s stubborn sleep 
habits there was a peculiarity shared by all advanced forms of ani- 
mal life: the rise and fall of body temperature over a 24-hour period. 
In humans the diurnal temperature variation reaches full develop- 
ment in the second year; by adulthood the average swing is about 
a degree and a half, although swings of twice that amount are not 
uncommon. Exactly what causes it is not clear; the important thing

How to be happy with a sleep cycle 


IAT thismeans for the problemsleeper is clear: by going to bed 
gularly ata certain time he can establish a temperature cycle 
which automatically will make him sleepy at that time. The hour 
he chooses can be any hour around the clock or, indeed, regardless 
of the clock. The only qualification attached to this rule is that es- 
tablishing a cycle, or discarding an old one for a different one, is 
often quite difficult. While some people can do it easily, others may 
take months to make or break a cycle; and obviously these people 
should avoid any kind of work that calls for erratic hours or for 
switching shifts. Ectomorphs resist habits of every kind, and even if 
they force themselves to go to bed at a regular time—as they find 
it hard to do—they must count on a long period of nightly rest- 
lessness before the cycle clicks into place. 

But a well-trained cycle, while helping a lot in going to sleep, will 
not necessarily take the curse off getting up in the morning. Just 
as all breeds of dogs can be taught to fetch and carry but remain 
collies, Dalmatians, Afghans or what-have-you, so temperature 
cycles keep their individuality. By and large, they come in three 
variet There is the kind that climbs steeply as its owner wakes 
up, causing him to jump out of bed and greet the day with a glad 
cry. He is a “morning person”; his temperature keeps going up and 
reaches a peak around noontime, when he is at his most wide-awake. 
When it begins to fall soon after, he begins to feel less energetic. His 
temperature continues to fall during the day, reaching the “drow- 
siness level” fairly early in the evening, at which point the “morning 
person” is ready for bed. Another kind of cycle belongs to the “eve- 
ning person,” whose temperature rises very slowly and does not 
reach its peak until late afternoon, when he feels at his best. He 
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SLEEP continues 


dislikes getting up and feels groggy and out-of-sorts in the morning, 
but he gains momentum during the day. By the time the “morning 
person” is lookirig forward to bed the “evening person” may be 
wound up and going strong.* Obviously this means war between 
the two. Dr. Kleitman is fond of the aphorism: "More marriages 
are broken up by temperature than by temperament.” Extreme 
morning and eyening types should team up with their own kind, or 
failing that, with the third type, who have an early morning rise 
followed by a long plateau persisting through the day and some- 
times well into the evening. Luckily there are many gradations of 
all three, just as there are an infinite number of variations in mor- 
phological types (to which the temperature types probably are 
closely related), so that with mutual tolerance the future of the 
race is assured. 

A knowledge of one’s temperature type, which can be gained by 
taking mouth readings every few hours during the waking period 
for not less than a wee! brings rewards not only in romance but in 
business. Dr. Kleitman’s tests show that in both mental and physi- 
cal tasks, performance and resistance to fatigue vary directly with 
temperature: best when itis high, worst when it is low.

The “hypnotoxin” theory 
IHE temperature-efficiency quotient also helps evaluate the 
role of fatigue in sleep. In the past many experimenters ha 
supposed that fatigue created various “waste products” and "pc 
sons” that numb the brain, and that sleep was needed to eliminate 
them from the body. There were several drawbacks to this “hyp- 
notoxin” theory. One was that no one could ever find any such poi- 
in the blood stream, Another was the evident truth of the fa- 
expr 100 tired to sleep”; there comes a stage, before 
complete exhaustion and involuntary coma, when fatigue is a hin- 
drance rather than a help to slumber. Yet, because of its apparent 
common y idea remained attractive until Dr.

‘The role of fatigue consequently remains obscure. Sleep 
can take place without it. A completely rested person can fall asleep 
if he relaxes enough. On the other hand, “healthy fatigue” is an aid 
. The moral for the insomniac is that he should add 
sleep kit and not worry about reasons why. 
In a catalog of things etl getting sleep, the sleeping pill 
should be (and here is) put last. The standard barbiturate drugs, 
marketed under many different trade names, are not harmful ‘in 
themselves if taken in medically prescribed doses. Dr. Henry 
Beecher of Massachusetts General Hospital has found that they 
tend to impair efficiency the day following their use; but for 1 
insomniac or disturbed sleeper this is not much of an objection, 
since he may lose even more efficiency by losing sleep. Moreover, 
when one is establishing a sh mperature cycle, a course of pill- 
taking may be useful and even necessary. It should be discontinued 
before it becomes part of a presleep ritual, however, and it should 
ke avoided then and later, if possible. ‘Taken regularly in large 
doses, over a period of months, the pills can be habit-forming, and 
the addiction can be much more painfully difficult to break and 
more dangerous than morphine addiction,” says Dr. Harris Isbell, 
director of research at the U.S. Public Health Service Hospital, 
Lexington, Ky. 
At this point the chronic insomniac may wish to pose a hypotheti- 
cal question. Suppose that he has tried all the suggestions given 
here—all in vain. What then?

He shouldn’t lose any sleep over it. For it is certain that if he keeps 
at it he will learn the trick, and it is equally true that it will do him 
no serious harm if he takes a long time to do it or, indeed, if he nev- 
er does it. Chronic “undersleeping” is widely supposed to lead to 
mental and /or physical breakdown, butalmost certainly it can do nei- 
ther. The onlyroom for doubt lies in the fact that sleep experimenters 
never yet have found anyone who could stay awake for long periods 
without keeping on the move physically, and consequently all their 
measurements of the effects of sleep loss are intertwined with the 
effects of muscular fatigue. Even so, experiments show that mara- 
thon sleeplessness, even when forced by continued activity, seems 
to have no pronounced effect on the fundamental physiological 
processes of the body. Heart rate, blood pressure, basal metabolism, 
appetite and composition of the blood and urine remain normal, 
as do the reflexes and senses with the exception of sensitivity to 
pain, which becomes much more acute (moral: dentists should be 
faced only after a good night’s rest). For tasks requiring physical 
or mental coordination during a short period of time, lack of sleep 
leaves performance as good as ever, and sometimes even better 

This does not, however, constitute an endorsement of insomnia. 
In tasks calling for sustained effort, loss of sleep causes perform- 
ance to fall off drastically. After prolonged sleeplessness human 
beings exhibit rising bad temper and even, in later stages, halluci- 
nations. Happily, ordinary insomnia does not carry its victims so far. 
Rest can take place without sleep, and so long as one lies down and 
gets at least a measure of relaxation in mind and body, he can keep

feeling” that is the final measure of sleep. There is no ab- 
ier the question: “Howmuch sleep should people get?” 
It is entirely an individual matter, depending on the morphology, 
the conditioning, the age, the health and the activities of the sleep- 
er. Laboratory tests made by Dr. Kleitman show that sleep nee 
tend to decline each year from birth to senility. But a 50-year-old 
mathematician probably will need more sleep than a 25-year-old 
ditchdigger, for physical workers usually can get along on about 
two hours less a night than people who work with their brains. The 
criterion is “euphoria,” a ‘sense of well-being.” If Jones ha 
three hours’ sleep, he needs no more; if Smith doesn’t ha’ 
eight hours’, the chances are that he needs nine or even 10. 

Plainly, the modern world could use more euphoria, Even alittle 
bit would help. It is a pleasure to report that during the months of 
spring euphoria is at its annual peak. In the spring people go to 
sleep more easily than at any other season of the year. They move 
less during sleep. They dream more—and dreams, since they often 
are a safety valve for suppressed desires, are an aid to refreshing 
sleep. Even a single night of easy, quiet, dreamy sleep is enough 
to re-establish the physical and emotional balance lost from pre- 
vious sleeplessness; for the common belief that one cannot “pay 
back” a sleep debt is untrue, and the debt, with interest, can be 
liquidated in one good, long sleep. As spring takes over during the 
next few months it will bring many such nights to most people, 
even to some confirmed insomniacs—and euphoria will be rampant.

After watching 
James Couttet of France win the combined cham- 
pionship, Lunn congratulated everyone at a big cele- 
bration. The race, as he once remarked, still was
